French soldiers turned to sullen 
silence Monday along the West- 
ern Front, where the River Rhine 
is seven feet above normal and 
flood waters surround lowlands 
forts on the Siegfried line.

I saw the 
Rhine flood waters swirl attound 
the Siegfried pill boxes at the edge 
of the river on the German side. 


NO MORE FRIENDLINESS 

But there is no longer the forced 
friendliness of the German troops 
toward the French because veteran 
German divisions, with wounds of 
the Polish campaign healed by re- 
placements, have moved to th« front 
and for one hundred and fifty miles 
along the Rhine twe great armies 
Stare at each other with their fing- 
ers on rifle triggers and wilh ord- 
ers to shoot if the enemy attempts 
propaganda manoeuvres as well as 
military manoeuvres. 

Strikingly illustrative the 
changing situation was an incident 
of a few days ago. 

At one point the German lines 
had been held by Austrian di- 
visions, There had been frequent 
loud-speaker band concerts di- 
rected toward the French lines. 
There had been many speakers 
who appealed in French for an end 
to the war, asking: “Why do you 
fight us? Why do you bring war 
to lovely France?”

One Side Must Win 


Right Hon. Winston Churchill is not 
going to be any more popular in Nazi cir- 
cles because of his broadcast on 
Sunday of the first ten weeks of war. But 
he has placed the Allied peoples, and the 
sympathetic peoples of neutral states as 


well, under further obligation for his 
clear-cut assurance that while the armies 
mark time the human and material de- 
fences against aggression are being built 
up; that the Allies are now in all branches 
of their fighting forces stronger than they 
were when the war began; that their in- 
dustrial and transport facilities have been 
geared to war requirements; and that 
spring will find them definite winners of 
the first round if bad weather or hesita- 
tion on the part of the enemy keeps field 
operations on a minor scale during the 
winter. 

‘Another point Mr. Churchill cleared 
up, perhaps for the benefit of people in 
Germany as much as for others; that the 
fate of Czechoslovakia, Poland, and any 
otier countries the Nazis may over-run, 
will not be decided until the war is over. If 
the Allies win, justice will be done to these 
subjugated peoples. Their subjection to 
alien rule is not, with all respect to the 
pronouncements of the Fuehrer, the last 
word as to their future. Non-Nazi Ger- 
mans will ponder that when next the 
Fuehrer recounts the great things he has 
done for Germany. 

If anyone had any doubts on the sub- 
ject, the First Lord told them to dis- 
miss these when he declared the war—if 
Herr Hitler insists on war—-will have to 
be fought to a definite conclusion. It must 
end in the destruction of Hitlerism, or in 
the destruction of the British Empire and 
the Republic of France—leaving the 
United States the sole surviving great 
power to champion the rights of man and 
defend its own. 

That is the ultimate fact, comprehen- 
sible to any person who senses the issue to 
be international law versus international 
banditry. On that issue there can be no 
compromise.

Then he deliberately allowed 
himself to get lost in his notes and blunder into 
an occasional infelicity of expression, swiftly 
corrected, in order to remove any suspicion that 
he was talking by rote. 

By dint of long practice Churchill finally be- 
came a master of debate, applauded by friends, 
feared by foes, and respected by all. He ranks 
with the long list of orators, beginning with the 
tempestuous Demosthenes, out-shouting the 
surge of the thundering sea while talking with a 
mouth full of pebbles, who managed to convert 
their initial frailties into stepping stones to 
success, 

There is one memory of his campaign days 
Churchill always looks back upon with profound 
revulsion. He regarded the struggle of women to 
gain the vote with an Olympian detachment 
which angered these militant ladies beyond en- 
durance, until baiting Winston became their 
favorite national sport. 

Their revenge was a refinement in cruelty. 
They knew that Churchill memorized every word 
of his concluding two or three sentences in which 
he touched all the organ stops of his majestic 
eloquence.

Italy Grows Its Own 


Italy has the largest per capita consumption 
of durum wheat in the world and is also one of 
the largest producers of the variety, states A. B. 
Muddiman, Canadian Trade Commissioner at 
Milan, in a report to the Department of Trade 


and Commerce. The outstanding feature of 
wheat consumption in Italy is the importance of 
alimentary pastes in the national diet. 

At present Italy is nearly or wholly self- 
sustaining in wheat production, says Mr. Muddi- 
man. Probably the greatest factor in the recent 
increase in production has been the use of 
selected seed. Comparing the wheat crop of 1938 
with an average one prior to 1914, the increase 
has been 62 per cent. The average yield per acre 
last year was 23.91 bushels as compared with 
15.6 bushels prior to the last war, The objective 
of the Italian government ts a total crop of 330,- 
300,000 bushels. During the last two years yields 
of approximately 309,600,000 bushels have been 
attained. Italy is unlikely to be a heavy im- 
porter of Canadian wheat in the future except in 
poor crop years. 


How Britain Will Pay 


Britain announces that it is not looking only 
for supplies but also for markets. The two 
things, of course, are complementary and in- 
separable in the long run. You cannot get sup- 
Plies unless you pay for them, and you cannot 
‘pay for them unless you export goods to market. 

That is Britain's problem now. It is hoard- 
ing its gold supply and its holdings of foreign 
securities. These will be liquidated to pay for 
special and essential imports like airplanes only 
where payment cannot be made in goods. Where 
it can pay in goods, there Britain will buy. 

Apparently for its large war exports to Bri- 
tain, Canada will be paid so far as possible in 
goods. If they wish to help their own country 
and Britain also, Canadians will buy British 
goods where they cannot get those goods from 
Canadian producers, An increasing volume of 
British imports into Canada will certainly re- 
move some of the great difficulties of exchange 
during the war and of debt after the war. 

Still, with all the trade we can hope for dur- 
ing the war period it seems likely that we shall 
have to sell to Britain substantial amounts of 
goods on credit. After the war how will those 
debts be paid? They can only be paid in goods, 
as the United States found out after the last war 
when it refused the goods and lost its foreign 
loans. In Canada we shall probably face the 
Same choice on a smaller scale.—Vancouver Sun. 


Mexico Looks to Canada 


“War in Europe has opened up to Canadian 
manufacturers and exporters opportunities in 
Mexico which have hitherto been closed to them 
because of their inability to compete in price.” 
This statement was contained in a report re- 
ceived by the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce from R. T. Young, Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner in Mexico City. “During the past 
decade Germany has been a large supplier of this 
country’s requirements,” he continues, “and to a 
greater extent following the government appro-~ 
priation of foreign oil companies in March, 1938. 
Now, with Germany at war and the trade of 
other European countries adversely affected by 
the hostilities, Mexican importers in general must 
look elsewhere for supplies. 

“As was to be expected, Canada is one of the 
countries to which importers and merchants in 
Mexico have turned in the hope that she will be 
able to supply their requirements. Opportunities 
are afforded Canadian manufacturers and 
exporters in a position to supply, and there is 
presented the further opportunity of consolidat- 
ing themselves in this market where heretofore 
they have found it next to impossible to even 
gain entry.” 

Mexico's imports from Germany were valued 
at 92,702,179 pesos in 1938 (one peso equals ap- 
proximately 22 cents).—Commercial Intelligence 
Journal,
